jally an agrement in Enrope of Great Britain, Haly and France. 
They declare that such wars as the Ruzso- Polish war must be ended 
and also that hostilities between Turkish Nationalista and the 
Censtantinople Government must stop. Agreement 13 recorded 
as regards Tuorkes’s intevrity and the recogainan ofthe desirability 
of friendly collaboration in the developmeat of Franco-[talian 
interests in Asia- Minor and the avoidance of competition between 
their respective nationals.

of action by cavalry. The insurgents retired to Sharaben, where 
the column arrived on the 10th inst. and exacted a fine af fifles from 
the Lestile inhabitants One ofthe murderers of Captain Buchanan 
was tried and execoted. In the meantime, 300 insurgents attzoked 
a poat to the left of Abojisrah but wagege gttered by the timely 
appearance of an aeroplane. which bombed’ and’ machine-gunned 
them. Determined insorgents made an attack on the rail station at 
Samarra on the llth but were repulsed after nine hours.

From tha daysof Bill Richmond 
aud Molynaaux ta phe present 
day, says “Panch”in the Qhe reer, 
the black rave has always been 
able to give to tha ring some 
fighter of outstanding merit. Bar 
despite all the. massa of evidence 
and experience to the contrary 
there has always been a belief 
amongst whita men that the black 
fighter Jacked an important 
pugilistic essential—courage. It 
was held and is'still held by same, 
euriovely enough, that a black 
fighter basa “yellow streak,” and 
that under punishment he would 
erumpla up, and beat himself by 
fear alone. The history of tha 
ting, however, teaches us quite a 
different lesson. 

No finer gentleman of vany 
colour or race has ever stepped 
into the roped arena than the 
black man, Peter Jackson. He 
was skilful to the highest degree. 
a man of supreme courage, large- 
hearted, never giving an opponent 
unnecessary punishment, and fair 
niindedin execution and intention. 
Andrew Jephtha, the South 
African black man, was another 
such fighter, and the history of 
the mos! courageous fights of the 
Ring is starred with auch names 
as Demon Joe Walcott, the 
welter:weizht who fought heavy- 
weights unflinchingly: Joe Jean- 
nette, Sam McVea. The Dixie 
Kid, and a host of others. The 
black fighter bas proved his merit, 
and ans champion worths of the 
name should he ‘ready to defend 
his tile sgainst him. For a 
champion to ~ pnt up the colour- 
bar” and to state that “from now 
wawards I refuse to meet asy 
hack man in a boxing contest” js 
aa logical as if Dempsey were to 
say: “To am the champion and 
can dictate terms.

INDIA AND THE FUTURE, - 


INTERVIEW WITH 
RABINDRANATH TAGORE. 


Rabindranath Tagore has re- 
cently been in London—hbis first 
visit since 1915. 
year he bas embarked on exten- 
sive travels in Europe,and will 
possibly “do” America as well. 
He will visit Norway and Sweden, 
countries he bas never ret seen. 

Those who have read bis re 
markable books know bis charm, 
saya an O.wrree writer. Ip.con- 
versation bis kindly, spiritual face 
and gentle nature still forther 
enbsoce it. He speaks English 
not merely with mastery, but with 
an attractive refinénfent ‘of tone 
and form. There was a sad irony 
in listening to so sympathetic a 
personality attributing all our 
troubles in India.as he did yester- 
day, to the lack of sympathy 
between rulers and people, 

“Feelings,” he said. “are getting 
more end more estranged bezween 
thatwo. I havealways held that 
wein India have much'to learn 
from the Wes:, andthe Wes: from 
os. LThave therefore worked for 
a real exchange of hearts and 
goo} feelings bezween them. At 
the schon] I founded at Shan- 
tiniketan in Bengal twenty years 
ago 1 have two English friends 
Their work I regard 
as an integral factor in the 
education of my boys. Ther ex- 
emplify the best side of Western 
humanity by their self-sacrifice 
and chiva'ry. This is what we 
need from you. : 

“Instead, we experience only 
shat side of your people which ix 
mechanical, sorhewhas overbear- 
ing, and unsympathetic. We meet 
you only its a bosiness relation- 
ship and _for administrative 
purposes. The personal human 
touch is lacking in your Govern- 


ment. Itis unmitigated buresu- | 
cracy based cn the idea that’ 


there is no common ground 
between East and Weat. Your 
laws may be good. They may give 
us secority of property, but what 
we want is sympatbly and im- 
agination. Onr civilisation and 
history are really studied only in 
those countries in Enrops which. 
bave no political connection with 
us. It is humiliating to feel that 
yon can accept nothing from our 
bands. We ara treated like 
eternal schoolboys. -

OUTCRY AGAINST LONG 
HOLES. 


Mr. Owen John bas protested 
against tha modern tendency of 
. Iaying out golf courses, says 3 
writer in the DAserrer, Tha craze, 
he says, is for length and still 
more length. and to add to the 
wearisoma of the flesh incident- 
ally tothe loss of one’s tamper, 
the multiplication of al} sorts of 
traps and hazards goes. on un- 
cassingly. His is the groan of 
the middle-aged golfer--the man 
over forty, What should to them 
be a joy and a pleasure has been 
torned into a toil and a burdan. 
Althoogh there is much truth in 
Mr. John’s grievance, he has 
rather overstated it, Let us ex- 
arvine his case in stages. Firstly, 
be camplains that “centses are 
laid out ‘for the ona per cent.”— 
that small bot select body of men 
who hit the hall such prodigious 
distances that thay sneer at the 
bunkers scattered here and there 
to enslave their efforts, and 
which, in reality, are the corse 
of the middlpaged gentleman 
whose declining years are sadly 
selected in the length of his 
drive. 


In general terms, neither course 
constructors nor golf club Com- 
Mittees are so utterly foolish as 
to think and act in terms of one 
or twomen while totally ignor- 
ing the capabilities and feelings 
of the great bulk of the members. 
I: is true that some Committees, 
with fear in their souls les: a 
distinguished golier snould de- 
scend upon their course and 
smash the ball round in fisures 
which would bring everlasting 
ridienle upon the place have 
stretched the links to abnormal 
lengths.

den snarea, rather than thas he 
should be able to hit. the ball 
always with the certainty that he 
will find it.

There isnuthing in tbe werld 
so borribly aggravating as, the 
continual searching for slightly 

+ erring balls, and afterthe loss of = 
good many of thea the other dav 
a friend confided in me the awh? 
news that during a week-end's 
solfona certain London .course 
he had Ic-t no fewer than. forty- 
eigbt brand new Js. balls in the 
gorse, bracken. and other wild 
undetgrowth. I bave an intimate 
Enowledgs of the course in 
question, and Ican well under- 
stand my erratic friend dissipat- 
ing four boxes of balls in his 
lordly and extravayant progress 
round the links, Bur his is an 
extreme case, being in @ position 
that he ean well efford to lose 
them, bis:searches, when under- 
taken at all, are of the most per- 
functory character. Hedeservee 
no one’s sympathy. Insofar as 
the conditions I bave enumerated 
apply, lamin entire agreement 
with Mr. Owen Jobn. Bat, thank 
goodness, they ars not general, 
although it must beardmm‘tced that 
Just before the war, and quite 
recently, too, sume Committees 
fellontheir knees, metaphorically, 

the worship of the 
god “Length.” There need 
be no alarm tbat be- 
cause the serpent has shown 
its puisonous head again otber 
clobs will assist in dragging ita 
body into full prominence. 

Rather will the policy be directed 

to shortening instead of lengthen- 
ing courses, because with the 
estly introduction of a standard 
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ball that terrible nightmare—the 
losa of the balaroa of power be- 
wean the ball and the links— 
will have disappeared for ever. 


There ia one gentleman who 
yeara ago sat hia face resolutaly 
against inviting golfers to nnder- 
take a Marathon rather than a 
pleasant and healthful taak in 
which the exercisa was nat too 
violent. I refer to Mr. Aber- 
crambie, whose handiwork ia to 
be seen in thesa two delightful 
courses--Coambe Hill and Ad- 
dington, Although there is 
nothing strennuovs about either 
course, sour skill as a golfer will 
be teasted fo ita uttermost. As 
vourses go nowadays, they are 
onthe short aide: there are six 
holes on each which can be 
reached, from tha tee--a very 
satisiging proportion, you will 
agree. Addingtan ia one of Lon- 
don’s latest golf courses, and the 
ebief reason of its pepularity is 
that the modarate, middlaaged 
golfer has received greater con- 
sideration from the architect 
than the arrogant. plus and 
seratch person. Do not let it be 
imagined that thase ‘are’ duifers’ 
courses; the man wha covets 
the Amateur Championship will 
be as greatly intrigued as will the 
humbler invidual who rejoices 
in a double-fgure handicap. 


A COURSE FOR GIANTS. 


Let me give twototally diderent 
illustrations which fall within 
Mr. Owen John’s ~ Miserere.””

And when you 
thad patted oat on one green ‘you 
found that in some cases you had 
ea walk of a couple of hundred 
yards to the next tee, and yon 
traversed the same ground: ai] 
over again after you had made 
sour drive. Io trying to defeat 
the power of the ball the thing 
had been carried to an absurdity. 
If Mr. John hag encountered any 
auch tricks in England then he 
has just cause for complaint. 


But Mr. Oven John and other 
middle-aged golfers who think 
with him should rid themselves 
of the erroneous iropression that 
courses are laid oot with the 
sole object of giving the plus 
and scratch players an undue 
advantage over their weaker 
bretbren.

that public rickshas ara in a 
fit state of cleanliness for 


at last we shall soon be 
getting into the dry season, whan 
we shall have lesa use for 
rickshas and less still for their 
dinty aprons. But on the genaral 
point of cleaner rickshas, surely 
something might be done. So 
faras we understand the situa 
tion, thase vehicles aré inspected 
and proved to be in good running 
order at least once a year (wheo 
fresh licences are issued), but we 
do not know that they again 
come in for observation until 
next licensing-day..

By the way, seeing that the 
ricksha sarvice isa public utilits, 
wouldn’: it be in the public 
interes: for the Government to 
exercise a little more control over 
it? In she ease of certain other 
enterprises. the Government is 
no: only committed to the policy 
of ixing rates charged, bat is also 
insisting that after a certain 
percentage of profit is obtained, 
the public sbaJk get the benafit 
of the surplus. It would be 
iNomiogting to know how much 
profit these rieksba proprietors 
take in, compaced to the money 
that the poor coolies make. 
Indeed. i: -woaldn’t be much extra 
bosher were the Government to 
tahe over and ran the whole 
‘icksha service. If thar were 
done, possibly fares could be 
reduced and the coolie even’ then 
receive a larger daily ne: return 
for his labour than he now does. 


SOMETHING NEW IN POLITICS.

DATRY FARM C 
PROSECUTED. — 


ALLEGED ADULTERATION 

. NOT PROVED. - 

The Dairy Farm Ice and Cold 
Storage Company were = this 
torning charged, at the instance 
of the Sanitary Department, with 
selling fresh cow's milk alleged 
to be adulterated and not up to 
the standard required under the 
Food and Drugs Ordinance. 

Tha defendants were represant- 
ed by Mr. Turner, of Messrs. 
Deacon, Looker, Deacon and 


-+|Harston. Dr. Woodman, of the 


Sanitary Board, also attended to 
watch the case on behalf of the 
Department. : 
Evidence was given by Sanitary 
Inspector Sydney Lae to the 
effect that on the morning of the 
19th August together with In- 
spector Haig, acting under the 
instractions of the Acting MW.0.H., 
he went to No. 38, Nathan Road, 
Kowloon, which was a branch of 
the Hongkong Dairy Farm Com- 
pany and there purchased three 
bottles of milk atJ2 cents s bottle 
(this was before tha price of milk 
was raised. The bottles 
he noticed were sealed with 
the Company’s seal. Ha 
asked the Company's employee 
at the shop to bring forward two 
large tumblers and a spoon, and, 
when these were procured, ex- 
plained to tha employee that the 
milk was ‘required for the pur- 
pose of analysis, and asked him 
to pour.the milk from the bottles 
into the two tumblers. The milk 
was then mized by the method 
of. pouring the contents of one 
Glass into the. other. tumbler, 
which, being Inrgs, was capable 
of receiving patt of the 
contents from the cther tumbler. 
Doring the operation, a quantity 
of milk was spilt on the counter. 
Witness then produced three bot- 
ues which he had brought with 
him, and when these were satis- 
factorily cleansed, the milk was 
taken from the glasses and trans- 
ferredinto them. Oneof these 
bottles was then left with the 
employee, and the other two 
taken away by witness and 
Inspector Haig. Later in the 


das,,one of these bottles. was} 


forwarded to Mr. Dover, who is 
the Government Analyst, for his 
imspection. 

Mr. Torner:—Inspector, when 
you went into this shop was the 
glass you asked for as big as this 
one (produced) ?—It was wm Isrger 
one than that. . 


I will tell you, Inspector. that 
this (produced) is the largest 
glass that you can get at the 
Kowloon branch of the Dairy 
Farm. You had two glaases into 
which were poured the milk from 
three bottles. Were those bottles 
similar to this one ?—Yes, they 
were bottles of that size. 

At the request of Mr. Turner, 
the bottle exhibited in Court 
was filled with water, and when 
this was poured into the tumbler 
it was found. that there was a 
space left between the level of the 
water and the rim of the glass.” 

Taspector Lee’s explanation was 
that the contents of the tbree 

étles he purchased could com- 
fortably go into: two of the large 
tumblers he mentioned, and yet 
leave avacoom enabling the op- 
eration of mixing, in the method 
mentioned. to be done. At 
least four times he mixed. the 
contents of one glass with those 
of the other, and between the 
pouring. the milk was well stirred 
up with the spoon. . 

In reply: to. questions by His 
Worship, witness said that before 
proceeding to the establishment 
he had received instructions as 
to how to act. He had before be- 
ginning the operation asked for 
a jug or some large vegsel which 
could receive the contents of the 
three bottles together, but as this 
veasel could not be obtained, he 
used the tumblers instead. 

Mr. Dovey, Government .An- 
alyst, stated that the result of

Makeham said that he bad been 
milk tester for the Dairy Farm 
for the last 20 years, and with the 
exception of ona ar two isolated 
cases in repect of individual cows, 
be had found the average fat 
in voadulterated milk to amount 
to3.6 perceat. Only in the case 
ofone or two isolated cows he 
had found that tho fat was less 
than 3 percent. Within the last 
month, he Lad always found that 
the quality of the milk was good 
on the average. : 

Mr. Turner, in his defence. said 
that in this case the charge, were 
it not disproved, would spoil the 
reputation of the Company. who 
always had pridad themselves on 
the fact of being carefal in 
regard to the sale of their 
goods. As the evidence of the 
two Analysts stated, bad mixing 
would result in the discrepancies 
between the two reports, and the 
Ipoint of similarity in the specific 
gravity had also tobe considered. 


Tf the milk had. for instance, been |S 


mixed together in one large re- 
ceptacla, such as a jog, there 


would be a uniformity in the con- 


tentsof the substances of the milk.

We understand thet the differ- 
entiation in treatment of opposing 
classes of business which has 
lately been receivipg so much 
attention in’ Europe and 
America is likely to be 
seen here. At the present 
moment, for instance, the general 
business of the port is hampered 
through the absence of exports, 
aod obviously that is a line to 
be specially fostered.

until mail reports have come in. 

The first disturbance was 
signalled from Sieccawei on 
Avgust 28 as north of Guam. it 
being thea a high pressure area 
over Japan, the course followed 
pearly all the typhoons of the 
month before, recarving to the 
northeast across Japan, was 
denied thisone.and it continuad 
to advance, passing between the 
Marianna: and Luzon. 

On August 29 it was signalled 
asin Lat. 16 Long. 140 moving 
NW, and advancing toward For- 
mosa and the Loochoos while 
Manila signalled the probable 
formation of another one in the 
vicinity of the Philippines. This 
afterward proved to be even more 
savere than the first, the track of 
which it tended to follow. 

On the afternoon of the 29th, it 
was reported to be still moving 
toward Formosa, the high pres- 
sure at the Bonin Istands prevent- 
ing it taking a more northerly 
course. On the Wrh it was 
gefinitely koown to be moving 
toward the north of Formosa and 
threatening tbe coast beiween 
Wenchow and Ningpo, while the 
removal of the high pressure 
area in the north might have 
caused itto advance directly on 
Shanghai. 

On the 3ist it waa being felt at 
full force at Naba. where a nortb- 
east gale was raging snd 3? 
Meiacosima where it was blowing 
strongly from the northwest, the 
typhoon passing berween the two 
islands, still maintaining its north 
westerly dizection. : : 

Ik was then that the second 
typhoon had been definitely 
ascertained to be forming in the 
vicinity of the Viscayas. in the 
soutbern Philippiness. On Sep- 
tember L"the first disturbance had 
continued to approach and its 
influence was beiog felt in violent 
gales from the west of Japan to 
the Saddles. I: continued so 
until the 3rd when it was reported 
asin Lat. 26, Long. 225 still 
approaching, this port, aud, at 
4.35 p.m, it was thought advisable 
to fire the typhoon gun, warning 
all small eraft to seek shelter, 
and to boiss the “ball 
at the Customs flagstaff as 2 
warning to vessels that the dis- 
turbance might be expected to 
strike the port. The barometric 
pressore at the centre was then 
reported from Meiscosima to be 
as low a3 28.30 showing a typhoon 
of unusual severity, but this was 
greatly surpassed by the second 
one which followed -it from the 
Philippines. This first typhoon 
landed on the afternoon of the 
3rd south of Wenchow and was 
heard of no more, probably filling 
up on'contact with the Jand. 

The second one; which. bad 
apparently formed south and 
west of the Philippines, pursued 
a most extraordinary course, 
sweeping the island of Luzon 
from end to end and bring- 
ing down al] the land 
wires, It thea’ did the 
same witb Formosa, which 
had already been ravaged by the 
first, passing through the Bashee 
Channel from wast to east, con- 
trary to the usual line of pro- 
gression.
